Act No, XV of 1947 

An Act to enable duties in connection with vital services to be imposed 
in an emergency on the Armed Forces of the Crown 

Where as it is expedient to enable duties in connection with 
vital services to be imposed in an emergency on the Armed Forces 
of the Crown ; 

It is hereby enaoted as follows :• — 

I. (I) This Aot may be called the Armed Forces (Emergency Short title and 
Duties) Act, 1947. ' oxtent. 

(2) It extends to the whole of British India. 

2 (I) The Central Government, may, by notification in the Emergency dutie* 
official Gazette, declare any specified service to be a service of of Annod Force*, 
vital importance to the community : 

Provided that, such notification shall remain in force for one 
month in the first instance, but may bo extended, from time to 
time, by a like notification. 

(2) Upon a declaration being mado under sub-section (I) and 
until it is rescinded, it shall he the duty of every person subject 
to the Indian Army Act, 1911, or the Indian Air Force Act, vm fln , 

1932, or the Naval Discipline Act, in the form in which it is 
set forth in tho First Schedule to the Indian Navy (Discipline) ° 

Act, 1934, to obey any command given by any superior officer 

in relation to employment upon or in connection with the service ° 934 

specified in the declaration ; and every such command shall be 

deemed to be a lawful command within the meaning and for the 

purposes of tho said Acts. 

8. Every command given, after tho 30th day of September, 1940 Validation of 
and before tho commencement of this Aot, to any person referred CBrtain P“’t 
to in sub-soction (2) of section 2 by any superior officor in relation oormrand “- 
to employment upon or in connection with any suoh servioe as 
the Central Government may, by notification in the official Gazette, 
specify in this behalf, shall be doomed to have boon a lawful 
command within the meaning and for t he purposes of tho Acts 
referred to in that sub-section, so however that no such person 
shall be punished by reason only of liis not having obeyed any 
such command.

An Act to fnovidt jui the continuance of certain ‘provisions of the 

Defence of India Rules relating to the control of trading with 
States, and persons and firms belonging to States at war 
with His Majesty, and the custody of the property belonging 
to them. 


Whereas it is expedient to provide for the contmuanoo of 
oertain provisions of the Defence of India Rules relating to the 
oonfcrol of trading with StateB, and perBonB and firms belonging 
to States at war with HiB Majesty, and the custody of the pro- 
perty belonging to them;

1. {!) This Aot may ho called the Trading with the Enemy 
(Continuanoe of Emergenoy Provisions) Acl, 1947. 

(2) It extends to tho whole of British India, and applies also 
to British Hubjoofcs and servants of the Crown in any part of India, 
and to British subjects who are domiciled in any part of India,, 
wherever they may he. 

(.3) It shall come into foroe on the 25t,h day of Maroh, 1947. 

S. (I) Notwithstanding the expiry of the Defence of India 
Aot, 1939, and tho Emergency Provisions ( Continuanoe ) 
Ordinanoe, 1948 — 

(а) the provisions of the Defoneo of India Rulos mentioned 

in the first column of the Schedulo to this Act shall con- 
tinue in force, and shall have effoot suhjeot to the modi- 
fications specified in the second oolumn thereof ; 

(б) any order or other instrument made or deemed to be made 

under or in pursuance of any of the said provisions and 
in foroe immediately before the commencement of this 
Aot shall continue in force so far as consistent 
with tho provisions as continued in foroe by this section 
and ho deemed to he made under or in pursuance of the 
provisions so continued in force. 

(2) The references in sub-section (J) to tho Defence of India 
Rulos shall bo construed as roferenoes to those Rules as modified 
and continued in foreo by the Emergency Provisions (Continuance 
Ordinance, 1946. 

3. The provisions of the Defence of India Rules as oonlinued 
in force by section 2 and all orders made or deemed to bo made 
under such provisions shall have effect notwithstanding anything 
inconsistent therewilh contained in any enactmont other than 
this Aot or in any instrument having effcot by virtue of any en- 
actment other than this Aot. 


Delegations. 


4. (7) The Contral Government may by order dixeot that 
any power or duty which by or under any of the provisions as con- 
tinued in force by soction 2 is conferred or impoaod upon the 
Central Government, shall, in such circumstances and under -uob 
conditions, if any, as may ho specified in the direction, he exercised 
or discharged hv any officer or authority subordinate to that 
Government or by any other authority. 

(2) All orders delegating any power or duty conferred or 
imposed by any of the provisions continued in force by soction 2 
made by the (jontral Government before the commencement of 
this Act and in force immediately before such commencement, 
shall continue in force a d be deemed to be made by the Centra] 
Government under this s i tion. 
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8. ( 1 ) No order made or doomed to bo made in exercise of Saving* as to 
any power oonforred by or under any of the provisions oontinued order * - 
in force by section 2 shall bo called in rpiestion in any oourt. 

(2) Where an order purports to have been mado and signod 
by any authority in exercise of any power oonferrod try or under 
any of the aforesaid provisions, a court shall, within tho moan- 
ing of tho Indian Evidence Act, 1 872, presumo that such order 1 of 1872 
was so made by that authority. 

0. (1) No Huit. prosecution or other legal proceeding shall Protection of 
c , . . , , ri . 1 , - . p , aotion taken 

lie against any person tor anything which is in good faith done under 

or intended to be done in pursuance of any of tho provisions con- 
tinued in foroe by section 2 or any order mado or doomed to be 
made thereunder. 

(2) No suit or other legal proceeding shall lie against the 
Crown for any damage caused or likely to be caused by anything 
in good faith done or intended to be done in pursuance of any of 
tho provisions oontinued in force by sootion 2 or any order made 
or deernod to be made thereunder.
